J. 2. Purser Lecture. 


The authorities of Dublin University, I 
see, have secured Sir Frederick Gowland 
Hopkins, LL.D.,Sc.D., President of the 
Roval Society, to vive the second John 
Mallett Purser Lecture. He was born in 
London in 1861, has had a most dis. 
tinguished career, and is a member of 
most of the learned societies in Europe. 
Sir Frederick has occupied his present 
beer in biochemistry at Cam- 
ridge University since 1914, and in 1921 
was made Vice-Président of the Chemical 
Society. The Nobel Prize for Medicine 
was awarded to him in 1929. He was an 
original member of the Medical Research 
Council, from which he retired two years 
ago. 
"His connections with Ireland lie in the 
two facts that he is, firstly, an honorary 
Doctor of Science of Dublin University, 
and, secondly. a Fellow of the Royal Irish 
Academy. His store of medical knowled¢e 
is inexhaustible, and causes him to be 
regarded with respect as a fina] authority 
on many problems which arise during the 
carrying out of medical and _ scientific 
research.

' EMMA "AT THE SAVOY, 


DUBLIN. 


A film in which Marie Dressler appears 
is certain to be.entertaining ; she is so good 
an actress that she may be said to be an 
entertainment in herself. Occasionally the 
story in which she is cast is so poor that 
no other “ star” could do anything with it, 
but «no matter how .trivial.the story her 
acting is always calculated to make the poor 
thing memorable. Probably no one would be 
induced to remember “ Reducing” or 
"Politics ’' had the art of Marie Dressler 
not made them vitally human and jolly enter. 
tainment. 

‘*Emma,”’ which is having its first show- 
ing at the Savoy, Dublin, this week, Is 
lainiy artificial. in its story; manufactured 

ly ‘enough to be just passable, but with 
every scene nicely adjusted to wring the 
heart. or stimulate laughter. Without Marie 
Dressler’ ‘‘ Emma’’. would not be worth a 
moment's. attention, but. with Marie it. is 
excellent. fun all the way. It may be noted 
that the broad comedy effects of her recent 
films are. conspicuously absent, but there is 
one comedy scene which secures full value 
by ita contrast to the remainder of the story. 
‘*Emma ”’ is Marie Dressler in a very likeable 
human réle. 

She is. here again as the capable, unselfish 
and good-natured “woman, who undertakes 
the responsibility of taking care of a family 
after the death of the wife and mother, As 
in those earlier films which brought an 10 
the admiring attention .of the public, she 
cares for the babies. cooks the food, attends 
to the household duties, smooths out the 
family differences and difficulties, and it 
general does everything that a foster-mother 
and a faithful servant might do if such a 
combination could. be found in reality. 

Ehe is regarded by the children as their 
mother, but a change takes place when they 
grow to. adult age. Then sink one continues 
só to regard her; the others are snobbishly 
determined to “ keep her in her place ” as 
the family servant. . This happens. after the 
family had prospered sufficiently to exchan 
their ordinary humble abode for another, 
which included one of the massive and ornate 
grand staircases for which the Hollywood 
studios are renowned. ‘lhe change in the 
economic conditions of the family brings a 
change in the spirit of the film, and it 
switches suddenly into unconvincing melo- 
drama. 

The father takes matters into his own 
hands again by marrying the efficient house- 
keeper, and the family is horrified by. what 
they regard as nothing more than a desire 
to secure their father’s money. It never 
occurred to them that the marriage was just 
another manifestation of good nature, and 
that it had ~been ssible because a lonely 
old man was tied 

In fact, the old man’s money was willed 
to his wife, so that when he dies a short 
time after the marriage the family accuse 
their step mother of murdering him for the 
money. This brings the chance of a ‘ court 
scene.” Then ‘there is the death in an aero- 
ban crash oí the boy who still regarded 
ier as his mother, but it comes perilously 
close to ruining the film. Only excellent 
acting and efficient production and direction 
save it and give the closing scenes an air 
of credibility. Emma gives all the money to 
the ungrateful family, and goes to take upon 
herself the duties and _ responsibilities of 
housekeeper with another large itamily—to 
begin, in. fact, the same story all over again. 

Marie Dressler is here at her best—tender, 
humorous, kind and human.

SOME OF THE WORKS. 


Most of the pictures shown have already 
been exhibited. Some 72 canvases have been 
hung. Grace Henry is there: In six pictures 
she displays her ruling passion for makin, 
everything tone into her colour schemes 
These pictares, even the grotesque, are deeply 
interesting. Charles Lamb has shown half-a 
dozen examples of his free and assured 
mastery of the brush, and it is difficult to 
choose between them.

The letter stated that it had come to the 
knowledge of the Ministry that considerable 
misapprehension existed in Great Britain as 
to the position of firms in N Ireland 
in relation to recent tariff developments. It 
was clear, for instance, that there were firms 
in Great Britain under, the impression that 
tariffs imposed by the Government of the 
Irish Free State must be paid upon goods 
i from Great Britain to Northern Ire- 
and. 

The Ministry of Commerce was “taking 
steps to combat misapprehénsions ‘of that 
kind, and to impress upon the British public 
that there was’ neither Customs ‘frontier nor 
any other frontier between Northern Ireland 
and Great Britain, which formed together 
the United Kingdom, and had, accordingly, 
no separate tariff system. 


CHAMBER CAN ASSIST. 

The Chamber could materially assist in 
that matter by bringing to the notice of 
the Ministry any instances in which a firm 
in Great Britain had confused domicile in 
Northern Ireland with domicile in the Irish 


Free State. 

The letter further asked the Chamber's 
co-operation in impressing upon their 
members the importance at the present time 
of using the term “Northern Ireland '' 


instead of “‘Ireland’”’ on their letter heads. 


to the notice of the Ministry recently it 
was eto that the misapprehension arose 
on the part of the firm in Great Britain 
by reason of the fact that the term “ Ire- 
land ' was used in the letter head without 
further indication that the town in which 
the Ulster firm was established lay in 
Northern Ireland and not in the Free State.

Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Association) 
said that the. same.matter was- brought up 
at that Association, when he proposed that 
they should have a label printed giving all 
the information such as the Ministry asked 
to be sent in correspondence to English and 
other .manufacturers.

Socidlism in South Ametica. 


Latin American discontent has taken an 
extreme form in Chile. During the week's 
end the Government of Don Juan Esteban 
Montero, who assumed office last autumn. 
was overthrown, and a revolutionary junta 
took control in its stead. The coup 
originated last Friday, and centred around 
Colonel Don Marmaduque Grove, the son 
of an Irish doctor, and chief of the Chilean 
Air Force, As is usual in Latin insurrec- 
tions, everything was done by the Army. 
Colonel Grove, having received fall assur- 
ances of its loyalty, went to the presi- 
dential palace, where he demanded the 
resignation of the President. Sefior Mon- 
tero, recognising that without the Army 
he was helpless, almost immediately ac- 
ceded to the demand, and withdrew in the 
company of his Cabinet. To-day Chile is 
controlled by a junta of three men—Don 
Carlos Avila, Don Eugeniv Matte, and 
(herein accounts vary) either Colonel 
Grove or General Arturo Puga. They 
have appointed a new Cabinet, dissolved 
Congress, proclaimed the establishment of 
the Socialist Republic of Chile, and 
propose to rule by decree until fresh elec- 
tions can be arranged. Whether the new 
state of things, so easily brought into 
being, will endure is a hard question. 
While we write, perhaps, a Yeactionary 
movement has begun; for powerful in- 
terests lurk behind President Montero. 
Yet the revolutionaries seem to have done 
their work thoroughly ; and, so long as the 
armed forces remain faithful to them, the 
President is unlikely to return. 

The socialism professed by the new 
régime is more than a form of words. In 
essentials the junta’s ambitions go as far 
as, and farther than, the: policies of Repub- 
lican Spain. It proposes to tax large for- 
tunes to an extent of 300,000,000 pesos. State 


| , monopolies of iodine, petroleum, matches, 


alcohol and sugar will be 
established. The banking system will be 
nationalised ; sterling bank deposits will 
be seized, and reimbursement will be made 
at a fixed rate of exchange. Big concerns, 
including “ Cosach,’’ the gigantic nitrate ' 
combine, will be broken up, and the old 
methods of nitrate extraction will be 
abandoned, in order that smaller plants, 
yielding greater employment, may be re-

These 
and other “ reforms”’ are set forth in a 
manifesto issued by the junta; and 
naturally they have created profound dis- 
quiet among the professional and business 
classes of Chile, which foresee a condition 
of government that amounts to wholesale 
robbery.

servative peoples.on earth? The answer 
is not easy in the case of Spain; but it is 
possible to offer a reason for the revolu- 
For many years past that 
country has been held immovable in the 
grip of great foreign corporations. Her 
production is financed and controlled by 
the corporations, which draw virtually all 
the profits, and are gainful to Chile 
only in so far as they are employers of 
labour, In her case, and in the case of 
a few other American Republics, the 
practice of exploitation by foreign 
industry has advanced to a degree un- 
known elsewhere in the world. We 
cannot be surprised that the Chileans 
should protest against such domina- 
tion. It does not follow that the. 
control of the combines is a bad 
thing for Chile and the other States; 
but the acute nationalist feeling of 
South America is bound to react against 
it sooner or later. The pendulum swings 
to its extreme, and the perfection of 
capitalism, as represented by the giant 
corporations, is followed by its antithesis, 
socialism. Many British and American 
investors will suffer heavily if the Chilean 
revolutionaries carry out their plans to 
the full, Socialism would involve as 
severe a loss to Chile as to the foreign 
investors, and the foundations of the 
State must be shaken in the process of

grapple unceasingly with what has 
become one of the most pressing and 
most terrible problems of the age. All 
their precautions, however, are useless 
against carelessness; and a serious 
obstacle in the way of reform is public 
indifference.

HOW CARMONA SMASHED 
PORTUGUESE STRIKE.

Drastic action by the Government has 
smashed the general strike called through- 
out the country for last Monday, as a 
protest against the new tax on wages and 
salaries. The strike has thus entirely 
collapsed after three days. 

One man was killed in street fighting, 
and many were wounded. One soldier 
was blown to pieces by an explosion at 
the power station, which troops were pro- 
tecting from possible sabotage. 

Only in Oporto was any serious attempt 
made to cease work. Government forces, 
however, promptly fetched striking tram 
drivers and conductors from their homes 
or elsewhere at the point of the bayonet. 
and made them work the trams; placed 
armed guards on all trams to see that the 
service ran properly; baked 60,000Ibs. of 
bread in the Army cookhouses, and dis- 
tributed the loaves in order to defeat the 
bakers’ strike; and cleared the streets by 
means of cavalry with drawn swords. 

Although the strike has been broken 
considerable indignation is still felt 
against the new tax of two per cent. on 
all salaries and wages. 

The proceeds of the tax are to form an 
unemployment relief fund. Employers 
must deduct one per cent. from their 
employés’ pay and contribute the addi- 
tional one per cent. themselves.

Store street, 

The services running from Eden quay 
through Gardiner street and Mountjoy 
square will travel on the inward journey 
to the right at Gloucester street, then 
through leuyiberough street to Lower 
Abbey street; leaving by Beresford place 
on the outward journey. 

Long-distance services leaving from the 
south side of Eden quay through Beres- 
ford place to Store street will leave from 
the north side of Eden quay, west of Marl- 
borough street, through Marlborough 
street, and also by Abbey street to their 
destinations. | 

The part of the northern quays between 
Marlborough street and Beresford place 
is to be kept free from vehicular traffic, 
except vehicles belonging to those attendl- 
ing the ceremony, Other traffic travelling 
eastwards from ©’Connell Bridge will be 
diverted by Marlborough street and also 
by way of Abbey street and Store strevt.

The Government. spokesman again 
vigorously denied the rumours that the 
President had any idea of .resigning in 
favour of the ex-Crown Prince. Such a

A BUSINESS CABINET, 


Baron von Neurath, the German 
Ambassador in London, also ridiculed: the 
idea in an exclusive interview with 
Reuter. 

The Baron, who is Foreign Minister in 
the new: Government, leaves London on 
Thursday evening for Berlin to take over 
his new duties. 

He deseribes the new Ministry as a 
Business Government. ‘‘ It must be 
evident to every unbiassed observer that 
the new German Cabinet—-composed as it 
is of men of good-will and common-sense, 
who most of them as public servants have 
had considerable training for their respec- 
tive posts—represents a Business Govern- 
ment called together to cope with the many 
dificult problems which the Government 
is facing. 

“I need not assure you that the past

EX-DICTATOR’S RETURN. 

A message from New York says that a 
counter-revolution, supported by the mili- 
cary and naval garrisons at Concepcion 
and Taleahuano, has flared up in Southern 
Chile, but no confirmation of this has been 
obtained in Chile itself. 

From Buenos Aires comes the announce- 
ment that General Ibafiez, the former 
Chilian dictator, who fled to Argentina last 
July after falling from grace, is reported 
to have left his temporary home at Los 
Molles (Mendoza) to return to Chile in 
defiance of an order by the new Junta 
forbidding his return.

Negotiations im connection with the 
Ottawa Conference were specifically men- 
tioned in Mr. Thomas's statement yester- 
day. He had explained last week that no 
such negotiations had, so far, taken place, 
though they are proceeding with all the 
other Dominions and Colonies, and he had 
given (not for the first time) the plain 
and adequate reason that, if no 
sanctity was to be attached to 
a Treaty made in London, the agree- 
ments hoped from Ottawa were not 
likely to fare any better. There has never, 
in short, been any desire on the part of 
the British Government to exclude Mr. de 
Valera’s colleagues from the Ottawa Con- 
ference. That is not their business; but 
the arrangements resulting from the 
Conference must depend upon the con- 
fidence which its members repose in one 
another, and clearly the sudden ‘one-sided 
abrogation of an important Treaty eould 
hardly be expected to encourage the repeti- 
tion of the experiment. It is probably 
true to say that this attitude, in which 
Mr. Thomas has been absolutely firm and 
consistent, is endorsed by the whole House 
of Commons, with a conviction that would 
be accorded to no other single item in 
the Government policy, There need be no 
fear, as ome or two members nervously 
suggested, of his abandoning it in his dis- 
cussions with Mr. de Valera to-day. 

What is more important is that the 
Free State Government. who have been 
roundly warned by their critics in the 
Dail to secure the maximum advantages 
from Ottawa, and who have made no 
secret of their own passionate interest in 
the Conference, do seem to be realising 
at last that free and fruitful association 
cannot merely be one-sided. The funda- 
mental question has always been whether 
they really wish to belong to the British 
Commonwealth or to be outside it. There 
may be advantages for all of us, which- 
ever way they choose. What they cannot 
do is to have it both ways.

SHOT ON WAY HOME

i UBT if in the annals of crime there 
| was ever a case in which the death of 
a human being was planned with 
greater deliberation and carried out more 
coldly,’® declared the prosecuting counsel, 
opening the case against Mrs. Jane O’Brien, 
of about sixty years of age, a farmer, charged 
with the murder of her nephew, John 
Cousins, at Sanctuary, Killinick, Co. Wex- 
ford; on March 26th last. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Joseph 
A. McCarthy (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted; Mr. Albert E. Wood, 
K.C., and Mr. Brereton Barry (instructed by 
Messrs. M. J. O’Connor and Co., Wexford) 
defended. 

Mr. Maguire said that John Cousins lived 
with the accused woman and her son, John 
O’Brien, in a comfortable little house on the 
farm at Sanctuary, a quarter-mile from Kil- 
linick. The prisoner was the sister of Wil- 
liam Cousins, the father of John Cousins, 
who died last December. Her husband was 
at present in London, and her sun John was 
grown up. 

The deceased man was aged thirty-two, and 
had become engaged to be married to a 
local girl named Annie Maguire. 

On the night of March 26th John Cousins 
spent some hours at Maguire’s house. He was 
shot on his way home, through, as was subse- 
quently discovered, a hole made in the 
hedge on the roadway at the gate of the 
laneway leading to the house. 

He left Maguire’s to go home between 
11.30 and 11.45, and was accompanied by a 
neighbour, James Reilly, who parted with 
him at the gate. Reilly had gone about 15 
ards when a shot rang out, and he heard 

usins shout in pain. He ran back and 
found him in a state of collapse. 


CARTRIDGE PRODUCED. 


Dr. Anglim, who was summoned, discovered 
a circular wound 44 to 5 inches in diameter 
through the man’s stomach, and he died on 
the way to hospital. 

When the Guards called at O’Brien’s house 
she displayed no yrer gt and made no in- 
quiries, when told that her nephew had had 
a fatal accident. 

On Sunday evening, the next day, the 
Guards found between the mattress of Mrs. 
O’Brien’s bed a single-barrelled breech- 
ae gun that had the appearance of being 
recently discharged. 

She was then arrested, and some hours 

later, when in the Garda station in Wexford, 
she produced an empty cartridge case of a

Witness ran back, 
dragged him to the side of the road, and 
went for the priest and the Civic Guards. 
Another man went for the doctor. The shot 
seemed to come from inside Cousins’s gate. 


THE GAP IN THE HEDGE, 


Dr. James Anglin, Ballygregan, stated that 
he saw Cousins lying on the road-side after 
the occurrence. He tound in the front of the 
body a number of punctured wounds scattered 
over an area of about five inches. Death was 
due to shock and hemorrhage following the 
wounds. 

Replying to Mr. Wood, the witness stated 
that he found no cartridge wad in the body. 
He would not expect the wad to penetrate 
the clothes if the shot were fired from'‘a 
distance of twenty-one feet. 

John O’Brien, son of the prisoner, said 
that on 26th March he went to the cinema at 
Wexford with Nellie O’Brien. He arrived 
home about 12.40, and saw John Cousins 
lying on the road. He identified a letter 
addressed to him on March Ist, and which he 
received, He handed the letter to Sergeant 
Hanly on April órd. 

Miss Johanna Moran, Killinick, stated that 
on Good Friday, March 25th, when she was 
passing the gate leading to the Cousins’s 
house she heard a hammering noise-inside the 
gate, and saw Mrs. O’Brien at the hedge in 
the lane. She seemed to have something in 
her hand with which she was hammering. 
Witness spoke to her, and she nodded in 
reply. 

Richard Kelly stated that on March 27 he 
saw a whitethorn bush cut in the hedge 
dividing his field from Cousins’s laneway. 
The cut looked to be two or three days old. 


SERGEANT’S EVIDENCE, 


Sergeant Patrick Hanley, Rosslare Strand, 
Stated that after he had had the man 
removed to hospital, he arrived about 4.20 
a.m, at the house. The door was opened by 
Mrs. O’Brien, who seemed to whimper or 
sob, but there were no tears. She said: 
" What is wrong?’’ Witness replied : “' Don’t 
be frightened, there has been an accident.” 
She looked at her son John, and said: ‘* Oh, 
what is wrong?” Witness said that her son 
John was all right, but that her nephew 
(John) had met with an accident in the 
“tillage. She asked was it a motor accident, 
and added, ‘“‘Poor John, poor John.” 

Continuing, witness said that Mrs. O’Brien 
told him that she was only after getting out 
of bed after an attack of influenza. She 
also said: ‘‘ Before he went out to-night he 
told me to have something nice for him for 
supper, and there is the supper on the table 
for the two boys.” Beyond that she made 
no inguiry as to what happened to Cousins. 

When daylight came he searched the sur 
roundings, and found a cardboard disc near 
tho pier. In the field adjoining he saw that 
the grass had been Mad at a hole in the 
thorn fence. A bush had been cut through, 
and was held in position by: the rest of the 
fence. The end of the bush could be pushed 
to either side, and the effect would be that 
a person on the field side would be able to 
get a clear view of the gate at the end of 
the lane,

TANLEY WOODS, the popular Irish 
S crack and the hero of every small boy 
in the Isle of Man, won his third 
Teurist Trophy Race yesterday by a victory 
in the Junior Race for machines of 350 c.c. 
capacity. Handley, of Birmingham, was 
second, and another Irishman, T rell-Smith, 
of Dublin University, was third. Woods 
covered the 264 miles at an average speed of 
76.16 miles an hour, beating the Junior 
record by 3.22 miles an hour, and he raised 
the lap record by 3.55 miles an hour to

Handley was but 2 minutes 10 seconds, he 
night said to have had a run-away win, 
as he took the lead on the first lap, and, 
travelling throughout at a faster speed than 
any other rider, he was never héaded. From 
every point of the course there came reports 
of brilliancy of his speed and corner-work. 
Hunt, last year’s Junior and Senior winner, 
on the first ap, and Simpson on the second 
and third laps, followed Woods, but both 
retired with engine trouble, and Handley, 
who was third from the start, went into 
second place, to hold that position to the 
finish.

EXPERIENCE TELLS.

They settled down to their positions 
on the first circuit and maintained them, 
rising on the scoring- -board as those in front 
retired irom various mechanical failures. <As 
was anticipated, the race proved a duel 
between Norton and Rudge stables, and 
honours were almost equally divided between 
them; for, while the winner rode a Norton, 
le was the only one of six Norton riders to 
finish, while Rudge got home four of their 
five entrants. Another notable feature of 
the race was the triumph of the old hands. 
With the exception of Archer, who was 
sixth, all of the first seven finishers had 
won. previous Tourist. Trophy — contests, 
proving once more that experience is the most 
useful to Success in the Isle of Man. 

LEADERS DROP OUT. 

Of those who. figared + aoe nme in the 
early stages, Guthrie, e Scottish crack, 
went out on the fifth lap, when third, and 
Nott retired on the next circuit when in the 
same position, Save for a rather strong 
breeze, the conditions were ideal, and the all- 
round improvement in speeds was partly the 
result of the improvement in the course and 
the better -road-holding qualities of the 
machines.
